There 
Were  no  tangible  developments,  but  an 
incident  of  the  day  was  '  President 
Huerta's  refusal  to  discuss  Mexico  or 
any  phase  of  the  problem,  when  he  met 
the  Washington  correspondents  in  the 
usual  semi-weekly  conference.  The 
president  has  always  informally  and 
unofficially  discussed  matters  of  Inter- 
national consequence,  giving  the  gen- 
eral status  of  affairs.  Today  he  asked 
to  be  excused.  Secretary  Bryan  show- 
ed equal   reticence. 

The  conclusion  drawn  generally  was 
that  a  crisis  was  approaching,  that  the 
arrival  of  General  Diaz  appeared  to  com- 
plicate internal  affairs  in  Mexico,  and 
that  stern  measures  by  the  Wshington 
Government  would  not  be  surprising. 
Officials    Peasimestic 

For  the  first  time  in  the  talk  of  re- 
cess and  adjournment  of  Congress,  the 
Mexican  situation  was  Injected  as  a 
reason  for  keeping  the  national  legisla- 
ture In  session  and  in  administration 
circles  it  was  admitted  that  it  was  not 
the  currency  problem  which  ma-de  it 
advisable  for  members  to  stay  In  Wash- 
ington. 

It  became  apparent  in  well-informed 
quarters  that  Great  Britain's  failure  to 
repudiate  the  action  of  Sir  Lionel  Gar- 
den, British  Minister  to  Mexico,  who 
presented  his  credentials  immediately 
after  Huerta  proclaimed  his  dictatorship, 
had  caused  Washington  officials  to  feel 
that  they  no  longer  could  depend  upon 
the  help  of  Great  Britain  In  solving  the 
Mexican  problem,  and  henceforth  the 
United  States  would  go  forward  single- 
handed,  if  necessary  in  a  firm  and  ag- 
gressive policy.  Many  officials  believe 
the  Washington  Government  will  soon 
assert  itself  In  a  manner  that  will  be 
tantamount  to  a  notice  to  Europe  gen- 
erally that  Interference  In  Mexico  by 
foreign  powers  is  not  desired  by  this 
country. 

The  attitude  of  some  of  the  adminis- 
tration officials,  hitherto  strong  advo- 
cates of  a  policy  of  moral  suasion,  was 
decidedly  pessimistic  today. 

Will  Maintain  Policy 

There  is  confident  feeling  In  official 
circles  that  whatever  pronouncement 
President  Wilson  will  make  after  the 
elections,  will  be  an  emphatic  reiteration 
that  the  United  States  will  stand  by  its 
policy  of  dealing  only  with  governments 
founded  on  law  and  order,  and  there  is 
a  likelihood  he  will  go  a  step  further 
and  assert  an  intention  of  Congress  to 
see  that  constitutional  government  is 
maintained  on  this  hemisphere  despite 
any  foreign  influence. 

The  Washington  administration  con- 
skiers  that  the  Huerta  Government  was 
topplig  and  that  natural  resentment  was 
being  manifested  throughout  Mexico  af- 
ter the  arrest  of  the  members  of  the 
Mexican  Congress,  when,  at  the  critical 
(•uiire,  the  presentation  hy  sir  Lionel 
Garden  of  his  credentials,  unrebtiked  by 
Great  Britain,  Has  the  effect  of  morally 
supporting  the   Huerta    regime. 

While  General  Felix  I>1«7.  hy  no  means 
is  regarded  with  favor  by  the  adminis- 
tration here,  It  was  apparent  that 
American  officials  would  look  with  dis- 
pleasure on  any  harm  befalling  htm  or 
any  other  candidate  In  the  coming  elec- 
tions. 

President  Huerta's  Statement 

MEXICO  CITY,  Oct.  23.-  General  Vic- 
tortano  Huerta,  Provisional  President  of 
Mexico,  made  a  statement  today,  which 
was  afterwards  read  in  the  presence  of 
all  members  of  diplomatic  corps  and  the 
cabinet  ministers.  In  this  statement. 
General  Huerta  gave  his  most  solemn 
assurance  that  the  sole  use  he  will  make 
of  his  power  as  Provisional  President 
will  he  to  establish  first,  peace  in  the 
republic, "and  second,  to  comply  with  the 
law  of  hts  country  In  holding  fair  elec- 
tions so  that  the  man  chosen  by  the 
Mexican  people,  whoever  he  may  be  shall 
be  installed  In  power.  He  stated  that 
his  use  of  the  power  heretofore  had  been 
With   those  ends  in  view.

ON  ID  RIOTERS 


Men  Implicated  in  Disturb- 
ances at  Ladysmith  Given 
Terms  Ranging  From  Two 
Years  to  Three  Months, 


NANAIMO.  Oct.  23. — The  men  who 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  par- 
ticipating in  the  rioting  at  Ladysmith 
on  August  11  and  12,  also  those  who 
were  found  guilty  on  the  same  charge, 
were  sentenced  this  morning  by  His 
Honor  Judge  Howay.  When  the  sen- 
tences were  announced,  a  number  of 
women  in  the  gallery,  wives  or  rela- 
tives of  the  prisoners,  screamed  and  be- 
came hysterical,  and  had  to  be  removed 
from  the  court  room  before  the  Judge 
could    proceed. 

In  passing  sentences,  His  Honor  said: 
"It  is  the  custom  when  sentences  are 
given  that  the  Judge  make  but  little 
comment  thereon,  but  in  this  case  I  am 
going  to  depart  from  the  usual  custom, 
for  these  cases  are  out  of  the  ordinary, 
and  call  for  a  few  remarks  from  me. 
Let  me  cay  to  you  men,  before  going 
any  further,  that  you  have  been  well 
defended,  and  this  has  been  shown  not 
only  in  the  handling  of  your  cases,  but 
in  the  selection  of  those  of  you  who 
pleaded  guilty  or  not  guilty.  Your  coun- 
sel has  said  all  that  could  be  said,  and 
if  I  have  found  you  guilty  it  is  not  be- 
cause your  counsel  has  erred,  but  be- 
cause you  have  woven  around  you  a 
net  of  circumstances  beyond  the  power 
of  any  counsel  to  untangle. 
State    of    Terrorism 

"This  was  not  an  ordinary  riot.  It 
was  not  a  sudden  ebullition  of  pent-up 
feeling,  but  it  shows  all  down  the  lino 
a  deliberate  scheme,  a  design  from  one 
end  to  the  other.  The  riots  at  Nanal- 
rao,  South  Wellington,  Extension  and 
Ladysmith  were  all  for  one  purpose, 
were  simultaneous  and  carried  out  with 
one  line  of  action.  Bombs  were  thrown, 
property  destroyed  and  peaceful  citizens 
made  to  flee  for  their  lives  and  a  per- 
sistent state  of  terrorism  indulged  in. 
After  the  bomb-throwing  at  the  Tem- 
perance Hotel,  parades  were  formed,  evi- 
dently for  the  purpose  of  showing  your 
numerical  strength,  and  that  you  were 
in    charge   of   the  situation. 

"After  this,  mobs  ran  at  large  all  over 
the  city,  picking  out  various  houses  and 
stoning  them.  Then,  later  on,  another 
mob  or  two  went  around  on  what  they 
termed  a  'peace  mission,'  but  which 
really  meant  that  a  band  of  lawless 
citizens  w«nt  around  ordering  peaceful 
citizens  out  of  town  at  the  risk  of  their 
lives.  And  these  people  had  a  right  to 
work  as  you  had.  Anything  less  than 
this  is   mob   rule. 

"Vour  counsel  has  made  to  me  various 
pleas.  He  has  told  me  that  many  of 
you  pleaded  guilty,  and  that  this  Is  a 
factor  which  must  be  taken  in  consider- 
ation. I  have  looked  over  your  faces  to 
see  if  I  could  see  any  sign  of  sorrow 
or  repentance  for  what  you  have  done, 
but  I  fall  to  find  one  man  among  you 
to  express  sorrow  for  his  lawless  act. 
No    Mercy    Shown 

"Your  counsel  knows  there  is  no  more 
sympathetic  man  than  myself,  one  ever 
ready  to  extend  mercy,  but  I  have  read 
over  all  the  depositions  and  find  but 
little  mercy  you  have  shown.  I  read

REBUILDING  AT  NOME 


Captain  of  Steamer  Victoria  Says  There 

Is   Little   Destitution   In   Alaskan 

Mining    Camp 


SEATTLE.  Wash..  Oct.  23. — The 
steamship  Victoria,  the  first  passenger 
ship  from  Nome  since  the  great  storm, 
arrived  today  with  415  passengers. 
All  paid  their  fares  and  practically  all 
would  have  come  out  even  if  there  had 
been  no  storm. 

Captain  O'Brien,  of  the  Victoria,  says 
there  is  little  destitution  In  Nome.  The 
revenue  cutter  Bear  will  bring  out  all 
the  people  who  are  entirely  without 
means  and  who  wish  to  leave.  Re- 
pairing the  storm  damage  is  giving  em- 
ployment to  everyone  who  wishes  it, 
and  a  busy  Winter  at  Nome  is  looked 
for.  About  1.500  people  will  Winter 
there,  a  number  slightly  less  than  last 
season.  In  Nome  only  one  person  was 
drowned  In  the  storm,  a  miner  named 
Morrison.  The  beach  had  not  beon 
cleared  up  when  the  Victoria  departed.

TURNS  FIRST  SOD  ON 

SITE  OF  NEW  DOCK 


QUEBEC,  Oct.  23.— The  members  of 
the  Bar  of  Quebec  assembled  in  tho  Su- 
perior Court  at  noon  today  and  ten- 
dered a  reception  to  the  Right  Hon.  R. 
L.  Borden.  The  Prime  Minister  was 
accompanied  by  Hon.  L  P.  Pelletier. 

The  bench  of  the  court  was  occupied 
by  Chief  Justice  Lemieux,  who  had  on 
his  right  Premier  Borden,  Judges  Can- 
non, Roy  and  Belleau,  and  on  his  left 
Judges    Malouin,    McCorkill    and    Dorlon. 

Mr.  Eusebe  Belleau,  battonter  of  the 
bar,  addressed  the  Premier  on  behalf  of 
th*  latter  body  and  expressed  the  pride 
felt  by  the  profession  that  one  of  their 
number  occupied/the  position  of  First 
Commoner  of    the   Dominion. 

Dr.  Lemieux  next  addressed  the  Pre- 
mier, during  the  course  of  his  remarks 
referring  to  the  contributions  which  the 
legal  profession  had  made  to  the  Gov- 
ernment not  alone  of  this  country  but 
of  others. 

Premier   BepUes 

Mr.  Borden  acknowledged  the  tribute 
which  the  bench  and  bar  had  paid  him 
and  in  his  brief  address  stated  that  the 
Province  of  Quebec  stands  In  the  fore- 
front in  the  administration  of  Justice.

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New  Regulations  Have  Been 
Submitted  by  the  Canadian 
Authorities  to  British  Offi- 
cials for  Approval, 


OTTAWA,  October  23 — The  arrival  of 
Sir  Richard  McBrlde  is  awaited  with 
considerable  interest  in  Ottawa,  as  it 
is  known  that  he  will  take  up  again 
with  the  Dominion  authorities  the  ques- 
tion of  the  influx  of  Asiatic  Immigra- 
tion Into  Canada,  which  has  been 
brought  to  a  head  by  the  arrival  of 
fifty  odd   more   Hindus   from   India. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Government 
has  had  under  consideration  the  adop- 
tion of  new  rules  which  will  prove  more 
effective  than  the  present  regulations 
which  require  natives  from  India  to 
come  by  direct  steamer.  With  the  prob- 
ability of  the  establishment  of  a  direct 
line  to  some  Indian  port,  these  old  regu- 
lations would  be  useless  to  prevent  an 
Influx.  The  new  regulations,  while  only 
temporary,  It  is  believed,  would  solve 
the  question  for  a  while  at  least,  until 
a  permanent  solution  of  the  problem 
can  be  found. 

The  Canadian  authorities  have  refer- 
red the  proposed  new  regulations  to  the 
British  authorities  for  their  approval. 
Until  they  are  approved  by  the  Im- 
perial officials,  the  Ottawa  authorities 
naturally  refuse  to  make  public  their 
nature. 

Unless  the  Hindus  held  at  the  Coast 
appeal  to  Ottawa  they  will  be  deported 
as.  If  they  have  not  already  been  re- 
jected, they  undoubtedly  will  be  on  the 
ground  that  they  did  not  cpme  by  a 
direct   steamship   line.

LONDON,  Oct.  23.— Mr.  A.  W.  Smith- 
ers, presiding  at  the  Grand  Trunk  meet- 
ing today,  referred  to  his  Canadian  tour 
and  said  the  spirit  of  courage  and  hope- 
fulness for  which  Canadians  were  fa- 
mous had  been  rewarded  by  a  record 
harvest.  Canada  might  be  satisfied  and 
proud  at  the  magnificent  way  In  whlrh 
she  stood  the  strain  of  tha  world's 
monetary  crisis.  She  had  shed  some 
real  estate  speculators  and  a  few  over- 
capitalized companies,  but  had  main- 
tained  her  high  position. 

Englishmen  should  note  that  the  es- 
sential prosperity  of  Canada  was  re- 
flected in  the  national  revenue.  The 
Government  had  been  enabled  to  spend 
enormous  sums  on  the  National  Trans- 
continental Railway,  and  also  on  har- 
bor works  and  other  improvements 
without  adding  much  to  the  debt.  Few 
Governments  In  the  world  were  in  a 
more   satisfactory   condition. 

Continued   Prosperity 

The  immense  world  demand  for  cap- 
ital would  cause  a  slowing  down  of 
Canadian  development,  but,  as  capital 
agsln  accumulated,  Canada  would  read- 
ily get  what  she  needed.  He  saw  noth- 
ing but  continued  prosperity  for  the  Do- 
minion.

CHINA'S     NAVAL     COLLEGE 


Central   Institution   Will   Be   Established 

at  Shanghai  Under  Direction  of 

British   Officer 


LONDON,  Oct.  23.— China  has  de- 
cided to  establish  a  central  uuval 
college  at  Shanghai  to  supplement  the 
work  of  the  naval  schools  already  In 
operation  at  Tientsin,  Peking  and  Can 
ton.  It  is  intended  to  make  Shanghai 
the  most  important  naval  base.  Orders 
are  expected  soon  for  a  number  of  ad- 
ditional   training    ships.

EDMONTON,  Alta..  Oct.  23.— With 
Hon.  C.  R.  Mitchell,  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  leading  the  Legislature  today 
in  tho  absence  of  Premier  Slfton,  who 
has  departed  for  Ottawa,  most  of  the 
time  was  spent  in  committee  of  the 
whole  on  bills  which  have  piled  up  dur- 
ing the  past  two  weeks  awaiting  this 
stage. 

A  bill  to  grant  degree-conferring 
powers  on  Calgary  College  was  with- 
drawn by  its  promoter,  Dr.  Blow,  and  a 
resolution  presented  by  the  Minister  of 
Education  passed  to  provide  for  a  com- 
mission of  investigation.  Th>s  com- 
mission will  examine  all  the  proposals 
contained  in  the  bill  and  make  a  report 
to  the  Legislature  at  the  next  soBslon. 

A  large  number  of  statute  law  amend- 
ments were  tabled  today.  One  of  the 
most  important  provides  heavier  penal- 
ties for  motor-car  speeding,  which  has 
been  the  cause  of  a  large  number  of 
accidents  here  lately.  The  penalties  for 
the  first  offence  will  be  $60  fine, 
second  |100,  or  a  week's  imprisonment, 
or  both,  and  for  the  third  offence  $100 
fine,  as  well  as  imprisonment  for  one 
week  to  one  month,  with  cancellation  as 
well   of   license. 

Constructing  Light  Ball  way 

One  of  the  first  direct  results  of  the 
legislation  granting  the  Government 
power  to  assist  light  railways  within 
the  Province  by  guaranteeing  the  bonds 
of  such  lines  to  the.  extent  of  $7,000  per 
mile,  will  be  the  construction  of  the 
Bassano  and  Bow  River  Valley  Railway 
from  Bassano  through  the  irrigated  belt 
to  Richmond,  the  terminal  on  the  Red 
Deer  river,  a  distance  of  forty  miles. 
Grading  has  already  started  and  the 
road  will  be  completed  early  in  the 
Spring.  This  line  will  serve  a  densely 
populated  and  highly  productive  section 
of    the   Province.

Scope    of    Bew    Ministry 

"The  two  purposes  which  the  Liberal 
Government  has  set  for  itself,"  said  the 
Chancellor  in  his  speech  at  Swindon, 
"are  to  attract  and  retain  the  rural 
population  on  the  land,  and  to  devise 
means  to  duplicate  both  the  quantity 
and  Quality  <>t  the  total  agricultural 
production  of  the  British  Isles.  Every- 
thing will  be  subordinated  to  the  at- 
tainment of  these   two  objects." 

As  the  first  step,  It  Is  proposed  to 
establish  a  Ministry  of  Lands,  with 
control  and  supervision  of  all  questions 
dealing  with  the  users  of  land,  both  in 
town  and  country.  The  functions  of  the 
pr<>s.<nt  Hoard  of  Agriculture  will  be 
transferred   to    the  new   Ministry. 

The  new  Ministry  will  operate 
through  commissioners  who  will  act 
In  a  judicial  capacity,  and  have  the 
same  power  to  reduce  rents  on  small 
farms  as  the  Scottish  courts  now  pos- 
sess. Large  fnrmers  also  will  have 
the  right  to  appeal  to  the  commission- 
ers for  a  reduction  of  rem  If  the  action 
of  the  state  causes  a  rise  in  the  wages 
of    the    farm    laborer. 

The  new  Ministry  of  Lands  Is  to  be 
given  full  power  to  acquire,  at  a 
reasonable  price,  all  waste,  derelict  and 
neglected  tracts  of  land,  and  to  plant 
them  with  forests,  and  to  reclaim  and 
drain  the  springs  of  such  lands,  with  a 
view  to  their  cultivation  to  the  full 
llmli    of    their"  possibilities. 

The  establishment  of  a  fair  minimum 
wage  for  laborers,  with  reasonable 
hours  of  work,  decent  housing  and  the 
prospect  of  the  laborer  obtaining  some 
land  for  himself,  will  all  be  within  the 
senpe  of  the  powers  of  the  commis- 
sioners. '

Kxcfpllonally  good  progress  ha»  been 
made  on  the  Sooke  Lake  Water  Works 
since  the  firm  of  the  month,  and  espe- 
cially so  on  the  construction  of  the  San 
at  Humpback  Reservoir,  and  the  dam 
and  head  works  at  the  lower  end  of 
Sooko  I. ,iii.!  In  fact,  no  rapid  has  been 
the  progress  that  Water  Commissioner 
Rust  stated  yesterday  that  with  any- 
thing like  dry  weather  conditions,  the 
concreting  at  both  localities  will  be 
finished  within  the  next  two  weeks. 
At  Humpback  nearly  fifty  per  cent  of 
the  dam  is  constructed,  and  at  Sooke 
Lake  the  concrete  work  on  the  dam, 
spillway,  gate  house,  screen  house,  «tc„ 
*■  Well  ahead,  and  will  be  finished  soon. 

At  Spoke  Lake  about  2,000  yards  of 
concrete  have  to  be  laid,  and  Over  I.SQ0 
yards  have  bees  co^ploted  to  date.

In  the  construction,  of  the  head  works 
at  the  lake  a  section  of  the  dam  was 
left  out  in  order  that  the  lake  level 
might  be  kept  to  a  proper  height  and 
thus  prevent  flooding  of  the  works. 
When  the  work  is  fully  completed  this 
opening  will  be  closed  with  concrete, 
and  then  the  water  running  off  from 
the  lake  will  be  drained  through  the 
two  ouflet  pipes  from  the  gate  house, 
through  the  dam  and  screen  house  to 
the  flow  below.  But  until  the  flow  line 
is  installed  the  natural  flow  from  the 
lake  will  pass  through  the  opening  left 
in  the  dam'.  About  fifty  men  are  em- 
ployed at  the  lake  under  Mr.  C.  E.  Elee, 
who  Is  supervising  that  part  of  the 
system.  Mr.  Blee  is  a  practical  man 
as  well  as  an  engineer,  and  yesterday, 
when  a  visit  was  made  to  the  lake  he 
was  on  top  of  the  spillway,  trowel  in 
hfcnd,  assisting  the  men  In  putting  the 
finishing  touches*  to  that  part  of  the 
work.  Ample  materials,  gravel  and  ce- 
mtnt,  are  on  the  spot,  and  all  that  is 
necessary  to  permit  of  the  early  com- 
pletion of  the  work  is  fine  weather.

The  Daily  Mall  sums  up  Great  Brit- 
ain's attitude  by  saying  It  Is  merely  a 
desire  for  lasting  peace!  which  it  thinks 
will  be  soon  obtaned  by  helping  Huerta;

Great 
Britain,  it  goes  on,  does  not  wish  to  an- 
tagonize the  United  States,  and  would 
welcome  any  practical  solution.  It  adds 
that  the  United  States  Is  very  well 
aware   of    this. 

The  Standard  declares  the  whole  se- 
cret of  the  trouble  lies  In  the  rivalry  of 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  for 
control  of  the  oil  fields.  Porflrio  Diaz, 
ft  says,  was  not  partial  In  granting  con- 
cession to  foreign  enterprises,  Madero 
favored  the  Americans  and  Huerta  had 
reverted  to  the  policy  of  Diaz,  thus 
placing  a  check  on  monopolistic  schemes 
of  the  Americans  and  {riving  rise  to  the 
Irritation  displayed  by  the  Washington 
Government 

"Great  Britain's  attitude,"  it  contin- 
ues, "is  perfectly  correct  and  i-  based 
solely  on  consideration  of  peace  and 
order,' in  Mexico,  in  no  way  antagonistic 
to    the  United    States."

More  Than  200  Men  Believed 
to  Have  Perished  in  Colliery 
in  New  Mexico — Twenty- 
Three  Rescued, 


DAWSON,  N.  M.,  Oct.'  23.— Two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  miners  are  be- 
lieved to  be  dead  tonight  beneath  tons 
of  fallen  debris  In  the  cuts  and  rooms 
of  the  Stag  Sanon  Mine  No.  2.  Hun- 
dreds of  miners,  working  In  shifts  of 
fifteen  each,  are  slowly  forcing  their 
way  through  the  rooms  and  entries, 
fighting   against   dangers  of   gas. 

Only  twenty-three  men  have  been 
taken  from  the  mine  alive.  At  6:25 
o'clock  tonight  the  first  miner  to  be 
rescued  alive  within  twelve  hours,  was 
taken  from    the   main   entry.1 

All  Hope  Abandoned 
Mr.  J.  c.  Roberts,  chief  of  the  United 
states  mine-  rescue  work  in  this  district, 
arrived  today  and  took  charge  of  the 
resoue  work.

ness  were  not  free  from  missiles  which 
you  threw,  and  little  children  hid  In 
cupboards  and  under  beds  to  escape 
rocks  thrown  upon  them  In  merciless 
fusllade.  The  only  time  any  mercy  was 
shown  was  when  bne  of  you  said: 
•Don't  throw  a  rock  at  that  house;  there 
is  measles  there,'  and  when  the  cow- 
ardly bombs  were  thrown  at  the  Tem- 
perance Hotel  and  at  the  home  of  Alex. 
McKinnon,  the  only  mercy  shown  was 
the    mercy    of    God. 

"I  was  appealed  to  on  behalf  of  your 
wives  and  children,  but  what  do  I  find 
here?  I  find  your  women  singing, 
'Drive  the  scabe  away,'  and  throwing 
rocks  themselves,  and  these  actions  take 
away  very  much  of  the  strength  of  the 
appeal  for  mercy  on  your  behalf  be- 
cause of  your  women.  The  evidence 
shows  not  only  a  riot  here,  but  that  a 
far  more  serious  charge  might  have 
been  laid  against  you. 

"I  recognize  I  have  a  duty  to  per- 
form, painful  in  the  extreme,  but  the 
law-abiding  people  In  this  community 
must  be  protected  and  punishment 
meted  out,  so  that  there  may  be  no  fur- 
ther   occurrence    of    these    lawless    riots.

Witness  ad 
mttted  the.  correctness  of  these  state- 
ments. He  also  had  said  that  he  would 
not  care  to  venture  an  opinion  as  to  the 
worth  of  the  Title  Holding  Company's 
stock. 

To  counsel  for  the  defence  Mr.  T  p 
per  said  that  before"  coming  into  court 
he  had  ascertained  that  the  money  had 
been  paid  into  the  Government  for  a  re- 
newal of  the  Anglo-Canadian  Timber 
Company's  licenses.  There  were  74  of 
these.  Since  hla  previous  examination 
he  was  convinced  that  the  stock  both 
of  the  Anglo-Canadian  Timber  Company 
and  of  the  Title  Holding.  Company  had 
at '  d    in    value.  ■■ 

Witness  said  that  he  was  at  one  time 
In  the  employ  of  the  Bankers'  Trust.  He 
sold  stock  for  the  company  in  Prince 
Rupert.  While  there  he  got  a  letter 
from  Mr.  F.'C.  Cook  Instructing  him  not  to 
continue  the  circulation  of  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "Some  Reasons  Why."  because 
there  were  some  inaccuracies  contained 
in  it.  While  in  that  town  there  had 
been  some  talk  as  to  misrepresentation 
made  by  the  agent,  Mr.  Winecoup,  and 
when  notified,  Mr.  Cook  recalled  him  to 
Vancouver. 

Accused    Takes    Stand 

Mr.  J.  O.  Hearn  slated  that  he  met 
Mr.  F.  C.  Cook  in  New  Westminster  as 
the  general  manager  of  the  People's 
Trust  Company.  During  Mr.  Cook's 
management  of  that  corporation  it  had 
paid  6  per  cent  semi-annually  for  a 
period  of  three  years.  It  went  Into 
liquidation  six  oj^ae^en  months  after 
Mr.  Cook  left.  Witness  told  of  selling 
stock  for  the  People's  Trust  in  Nanal- 
mo,  and  later  of  Mr.  Cook's  purchasing 
the  charter  of  the  British  Canadian  Fire 
Insurance  Company  from  Mr.  Flumer- 
felt  and  associates  for  some- 
thing like  $27,000.  Mr.  Cook, 
he  said,  also  had  bought  into  the 
Bankers'  Trust  by  securing  Mr.  Colter's 
shares  for  a  consideration  of  something 
less  than  $20,000.  Of  this,  $2,500  was 
in  cash,  and  the  balance  in  the  form  of 
an  assignment  for  an  A  1  security.  The 
Vancouver  Trust  Company  had  put  the 
deal    through. 

As  to  the  Bankers'  Trust  Company's 
reason  , for  transferring  from  Vancouver 
to  Victoria,  Mr.  llearn  said  that,  there 
were  many  such  companies  in  Vancou- 
ver and  comparatively  few  here,  so  it 
Was  concluded  that  it  would  be  best  to 
Operate  m  Victoria.  Mr.  Adam  Johnson, 
the  Banker;;'  Trust  Company's  solicitor, 
bnd  advised  the  organization  of  the  Ne- 
gotiators, Limited,  in  order  to  keep  the 
Belling  department  separate  from  the 
company's  other  business.  Preference 
shares  wore  sold  at  $35,  which  included 
a  premium  of  $10.  Of  the  latter  $7.50 
was  to  go  to  the  Negotiators  and  $2.50 
to  the  Bankers' Trust  as  a  surplus.  The 
$7.:>0  was  divided,  $4.5Q  going  to  Mr.  J. 
R.  Moore,  who  had  tho  exclusive  con- 
trad  for  placing  Bankers'  Trust  stock 
on  Vancouver  Island.  At  this  stage 
witness  explained  that  there  were  two 
00H tracts  With  Mr.  Moore,  the  terms  of 
one  providing  that  he  was  to  get  $4.60, 
and  ths  other  $5  of  the  $7.50  commis- 
sion. The  agreement  was  then  read.  It 
provided  that  Messrs.  Cook  and  Hearn 
would    assist   Mr.    Moore    when    possible. 

Referring  to  the  misrepresentations. 
Mr.  llearn  declared  that  he  knew  nothing 
or  this  until  Messrs.  Julius  and  Henry 
Brethour  called  at  the  Negotiators'  of- 
flces  and  asked  certain  questions.  He 
discharged  Mr.  Moore  that  day,  and  Mr. 
Frank  Skidmore,  being  employed  hy 
Mr.  Moore,  went  out  automatically. 
Witness  interjected  that  he  had  had 
some  trouble  with  Mr.  Moore  prior  to 
this  date  with  regard  to  the  discounting 
of  notes.  Jn  regard  to  Captain  Clarke's 
statement  that  Mr.  Hearn  told  him  that 
five  men  had  contributed  $20,000  to 
make  up  an  amount  of  $100,000,  which 
had  been  invested  In  Bankers'  Trust 
stOOk,  witness  absolutely  denied  it.  He 
said  that  trie  captain,  when  told  that 
the  $100,000  figure  In  the  statement 
shown  him  represented  common  stock, 
referred  to  it  as  worthless.  To  this 
the  witness  replied  that  he  did  not  see 
how  that  could  be  when  he  knew  a  man 
who  paid  $20,000  for  a  block  of  such 
stock.  He  had  been  referring  to  Mr. 
Cook's  purchase  from  Mr.  Colter. 
Claimed  Lost  Mosey 

Mr.  Hearn  spoke  of  the  expenses  the 
Negotiators,  Ltd.  were  under  in  organ- 
izing. Branches  were  being  established 
at  a  number  of  British  Columbia  and 
Prairie  centres  preparatory  to  a  big 
selling  campaign.  He  said  that  the  Ne- 
gitlatsfa     turned      into      the      Bankers'

son  were  the  signing  officers  of  the 
Bankers'  Trust  Co.  from  the  time  they 
mcved  .Into  the  new  office  until  Mr. 
Booth  returned  from  California.  Mr. 
Simpson  would  bring  him  the  checks 
to  countersign.  He  did  not  know  that 
the  Popham  money  had  been  turned 
Into  the  company's  treasury  until  Mr. 
Allen  told  him.  He  had  been  called  to 
the  Bankers'  Trust  directors'  meeting 
of  March  13.  En  route  he  saw  Mr.  Al- 
len In  his  office.  "What's  the  trouble?" 
asked  witness.  "Oh,  there's  h — 1  to 
pay  over  the  Popham  thing.  You  had 
better  go  up,"  was  Mr.  Allen's  answer. 
The  Popham  mortgage  was  not  men- 
tioned by  the  directors.  A  letter  from 
Mr.  Booth  was  being  discussed.  "Where 
is  Booth?  Why  Isn't  he  here?''  Mr  \. 
0.  Sargison.  had  queried  Indignantly. 
Witness  did  not  have  a  subsequent  talk 
with  Mr.  Allen.  Mr.  Hearn  said  that 
before  the  March  13  meeting  he  had 
suggested  to  Mr.  Booth  that  the  Bank- 
ers' Trust  be  given  a  half  interest  in  the 
Negotiators,  Ltd.  He  *aM  that  he  re- 
membered, at  a  latef  it  if,  Mr.  Allen  ob- 
serving: "Cook  was  a  fool  to  come 
back.  I  sent  Rose  to  Seattle  to  tell  him 
not    to." 

That  he. had  ever  told  anyhpdj  at  any 
time  that  the  Bankers' Trust  lida  a  tract 
of  land  at  the  Uplands,  Mr.  Hearn  em- 
phatically denied.  He  said  that  there 
had  been  negotiations  under  way  for 
n  parcel  at  the  head  of  the  Gorge.  The 
report  might  have  grown  out  of  this. 
Of  the  conspiracy  of  which  he  was 
charged  he  wanted  to  say  that  it  was 
very  far  from  his  mind  with  regard  to 
the  Bankers'  Trust.  His  ambition  was 
to  build  it  up  Into  a  strong  corpora- 
tion. The  statement  of  Mr.  Finlay  that 
he  (the  witness!  deceived  him  Into  sign- 
ing a  note  for  $4,000  when  he  thought 
he  was  signing  for  $1,000  was  not  right. 
He  had  dictated  a  letter  setting  'forth 
the  amount,  and  agreeing  that  Mr.  Fin- 
lay  should  be  allowed  to  renew  his  note 
in    the    latter's    hearing. 

Contradicts   Mr.   Baker 

He  had  heard  Mr  Baker's  evidence. 
After  the  directors'  meeting  of  March 
13  witness  said  he  got  a  telephone  mes- 
sage from  Mr.  Baker  asking  him  to 
meet  him  in  front  of  Hibben's  store.  He 
did    so. 

Witness  asserted  that  Mr.  Raker 
asked:  "What  effect  will  the  cancella- 
tion of  the  Negotiators  contract  with 
the  Hankers'  Trust  have  on  nry  commis- 
sion?" 

Witness  replied:  "You  will  be  In  the 
same  position  as  ourselves.  You  11  have 
to   lose  It." 

"To  this  Mr.*  Hearn  declared  Mr.  Baker 
answered:  "That  won't  do.  I  must 
have  my  money.  Is  there  no  money  '.n 
the  Negotiators?  Can't  you  get  it  out 
of  the  Title  Holding  Co.?  See  what  you 
can  do  and  meet  me  at  (he  Y.   M.  C.  A." 

Witness  said  that  he  met  Mr.  Baker 
at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  There  had  been  some 
discussion  there  over  the  situation,  after 
Which  Mr.  Hearn  said  Mr.  Baker  re- 
marked: "You  pay  over  my  $2,00')  and 
I'm  on  your  side."  Witness  said  that 
he  could  not  do  this.  The  best  that  ho 
could  do  was  to  credit  the  amount  to 
his  stock. 

The  trip  to  Sidney  taken  by  Messrs. 
Cook  and  Baker,  witness  declared,  was 
not  decided  on  the  spur  Of  the  moment, 
but  was  arranged  the  previous  day  at 
the  Negotiators  office.  In  the  morning 
the  automobile  had  called  at  .Mr. 
Baker's  residence  and  waited  there  for 
quite  a  while,,  presumably  while  Mr. 
Baker  was   breakfasting. 

Mr.  Hearn  gave  an  account  of  catch- 
ing Mr.  J.  lletherlngton  listening  at  his 
office  door  Just  prior  to  his  arrest,  and 
stated  that  he  had  seen  Mr.  Godfrey 
Booth  and  asked  him  what  he  meant  by 
the  letter  he  wrote,  to  which  Mr.  Booth 
answered  that  he  had  Messrs.  Moore, 
Skidmore  and  others  in  mind  and  not 
Messrs.    Hearn   and   Cook. 

In  cross-examination,  atfer  a  series 
of  questions  as  to  witness'  experience 
with  trust  companies.  Mr.  Hearn  ad- 
mitted that  Mr.  Colder  practically  had 
control  of  the  Bankers'  Trust  when  Mr. 
Cook  Sought.  The  company  was  cap- 
italized' at  $300,000.  There  was  about 
$180,000  paid  up.  Mr.  Cook  got  about 
$18,000  worth  of  common  stock,  for 
which  he  paid  about  $20,000.  Asked 
whether  it  was  to  be  understood  from 
this  that  Mr.  Cook  secured  a  little  lows 
than  one-quarter  of  the  Bankers'  Trust 
Co,  assets  for  930,004)  "Mr.  Hearn  de- 
murred. He  pointed  out  that  the  pref- 
erence shares  had  to  be  considered. 
There  followed  some  argument  ss  to 
whether  the  preference  shsres  In  this 
esse  ware  a  first  charge  to  be  paid  Off 
tint,  dollar  for  dollar,   in  the  event  of

Wltnefta  said  that  he  had  an  a(?r««- 
ment  -with  Mr.  Cook  to  take  a  110,000 
interest  In  the  latter's  Bankers'  Truat 
Co.  holdings.  About  the  time  of  the 
formation  of  the  Negotiator's,  Ltd.,  he 
sent  for  a  statement  of  the  Bankers' 
Trust  Co.  finances,  whloh  he  secured. 
It  was  produced  and  put  In  as  evidence. 
This  was  about  the  time  he  became  a 
director  of  the  company.  He  subscribed 
for  400  shares  to  qualify.  He  did  It  to 
take  Mr.  Cook's  place  temporarily,  as 
the  Bank  of  Vancouver  was  threatening 
suit  against  Mr.  Cook  on  a  note  of 
something  like  I76.SO0.  \  After  It  was 
fixed  tip  witness  resigned  and  Mir.  Cook 
returned.  He  did  not  take  up  his 
■hares.  Probably  It  was  he  who  sug- 
gested the  arrangement  made  for  the 
sale  of  shares.  It  was  true  that  Mr. 
Cook  was  a.  prominent  Harare  in  the  Title 
Holding  ahd  Bankers'  Trust  Coesssuttea. 
Possibly  he  wis  (be  doat»lnaUng  ncure. 


He  received  no  advertising  material 
from  the  Bankers'  Trust  for  the  sale  of 
stock,    merely   using    statements. 

Witness  agreed  with  counsel  that 
there  was  nothing  In  the  minutes  of  th(> 
Negotiators,  Ltd..  about  the  agreements 
with  Mr.  .1.  R.  Moore  In  reference  to 
the   sale   of  stock.  | 

He  discharged  Mr.  Moore  for  making 
false  representations.  The  statement 
that  there  had  been  declared  a  22  per 
cent  dividend  was  not  correct,  nor  was 
it  right  to  promise  a  profit  of  $2-80  per 
share  after  a  certain  period,  as  had 
been  done.  He  had  nothing  to  do  with 
Mr.  Skidmore.  Counsel  asked  why  then 
did  he  write  Mr.  Skidmore,  addressing 
him  as  "our  superintendent  of 
branches."  Witness  said  the  statement 
was  not  true.  H«  said  that;  Mr.  Ander- 
son, then  manager  of  the  Sidney  Bank. 
was  paid  11,000  for  his  letters  of  in- 
troduction and  services.  This  came  out 
of  the  commission  ef  Messrs.  Moore  and 
ftkMssore. 


Mr.  Hearn  stated  that  It  was  expected 
that  the  commission,  ultimately,  would 
be  received  on  the  stock  of  Messrs.  Ntelr 
mens  and  Fletcher.  Witness  never 
thought  there  was  a  crisis  in  the  affairs 
of  the  company.  He  had  been  told  by 
Mr.  Allen  that  there  was.

Mr.  'D,  "It.  Wilkie.  president  of  the 
Imperial  Bank,  and  of  the  Canadian 
Bankers'  Association,  in  an  Interview 
with  an  Edmonton  paper,  made  some 
Very  interesting  statements.

I  am 
pleaseil  to  note  that  wholesale  and  re- 
tail business  Is  good  throughout  West- 
ern Canada  and  that  the  merchants  are 
looking  forward  to  increased  business.

As  tobacco 
grows  wild  In  Central  Africa  there  Is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  the  practice  of 
smoking  was  not  in  common  use  long 
before  the  earliest  voyages  of  dlsco\ery 
to  that  portion  of  the  globe.  It  may. 
Indeed,  have  been  practised  ever  since 
Central  Africa  was  an  inhabited  land. 
We  print  Major  Simouds'  letter,  as  fol- 
lows: 

I'ou  puhllshed  on  Tuesday  a  leader 
headed  \\J  y  Lady  Nicotine,"  and  refer  to 
the  introduction  of  tobacco  to.  Europe 
from  the  American  continent.  It  may 
interest  some  of  your  readers  to  know 
that  among  the  tribes  of  Central  Africa 
who  speak  the  liousa  language,  from 
the  Niger  to  Lake  Shad  and  oven  be- 
yond, tobacco  Is  known  as  "tamaca."  I 
was  much  struck  with  the  similarity  of 
these  terms,  and  tried  to  find  from 
where  among  the  natives  it  originated. 
The  term  would  appear  to  have  been  in- 
digenous among  the  Bantu  tribes,  prob- 
ably; but  the  connection  between  "to- 
bacco" and  "tamaca"  seems  to  be  too 
close  to  be  merely  accidental,  it  occur- 
red to<  me  that  the  '  terms  might  have 
been  connected  through  trading  between 
BflMwriai  Africa  and  Equatorial  Ameri- 
ca at  times  long  prior  to  the  earliest 
Portuguese  or.  Spanish  voyages  of  dis- 
covery.

Brazil  in  1556.  The  slave  trade  from 
the  Congo  and  Angola  was  commenced 
by  the  Portuguese  in  1481,  but  the 
earliest  mention  of  their  Importation  to 
the  American  continent  is  1501.  This 
would  still  allow  some  fifty  years  in 
which  the  herb  might  have  been  taken 
from  one  continent  to  the  other,  If  not 
indigenous  to  both,  and  the  cdnnectlon 
between  the  names  would  seem  to  supply 
a  sort  of  a  link.  Though  tobacco  is 
cultivated  in  Central  Africa,  it  runs 
wild  over  many   parts  of   the  continent.

producer,  carrier  or  "Vendor.  Whatever 
Inspector  is  appointed  by  a  municipality 

for  Ibis  purpose  has  the  power  to  take 
and  Inspect  samples  of  milk  that  is  for 
sale  ot  consumption,  and  the  results  of 
the  tests  are  open  to  public  inspection. 
\\  .  Oin  hardly  believe  that  the  dairy- 
men mentioned  are  altogether  ignorant 
or  this  law.  It  applies  eijually  to  milk 
pnr.be  ed  In  this  Province  and  to  that 
imported  here  from  the  United  States. 
Complaints  are  also  being  made  that 
the  Government  gives  insufficient  com- 
pensation for  the  destruction  of  animals 
Infected  with  tuberculosa.  If  a  com- 
parison Is  made  between  the  amounts 
given  In  British  Columbia  and  those  ob- 
taining In  other  countries  where  the 
tuberculin  test  Is  carried  out,  we  ven- 
ture to  say  that  this  Province  will  be 
shown     in    a    very    excellent   light.      It 


Evidently  researches  to  determine  the 
time  of  the  Introduction  o"f  the  smoking 
habit  will  carry  us  back  to  the  twilight 
of  history,  possibly  even  to  a  time 
whose  records  are  purely  legendary.

the  ancient  chronicle  of  the  Quiche 
tribes  of".  Guatemala,  an  extract  from 
which,  related  to  a  legend  of  the  Crea- 
tor. According  lo  the  legend  Jepeu  the 
Creator  began  the  creation  of  living 
creatures  anil  endeavoied  to  make  them 
do  obeisance  to  the  deities.  Being  un- 
successful      In       this       they       were       de-  j 

troyed.  The  destruction  of  several 
"Crfadores,"  which  arrogantly  mutinied 
against  the  sun  and  moon.  Is  narrated 
at  some  length,  the  destriutlon  planned 
for  these  deml-gods  being  of  various 
kinds,  Two  of  them,  the  legend  states, 
were  enticed  Into  the  nether  regions, 
where  they  were  treated  with  clgarB  by 
the  Princess  of  Hell.  From  this  It 
would  seem  that  the  practice  Of  smok- 
ing was  coeval  with  the  creation,  or  at 
all  events  with  such  a  creation  as  is 
believed  In  by  the  Guatemalan  tribes. 
one.  Mr.  Nicholas  Trubner,  who  was  an 
authority  on  Central  American  archoa- 
ology.  wan  firmly  convinced  that  the 
practice  of  smoking  was  a  common  one 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Christian  era. 
He  pointed  out  In  a  letter  he  wrote  to 
The  Athenaeum  as  long  ago  as  1856 
that  the  Quiche  tribes  migrated  to 
Oualemala,  and  founded  their  state, 
about  the  twelfth  century,  and  that  If 
they  came  from  Mexico  it  Is  likely  their 
legend  came  from  there.  The  holy  eitv 
of  Tula,  in  Mexico,  was  founded  66* 
A.D.  The  legend  has  been  established 
as  being  the  work  of  Indian  priests,  and 
Is,  upon  the  whole,  looked  upon  as 
genuine.

At  the  morning;  session  yesterday  of 
the  British  Columbian  Association  of 
School  Trustees'  Convention,  the  officers 
and  executive  for  the  coming;  year  were 
elected,  Captain  D.  Mcintosh  being  In 
the  chair.  Mr.  J.  M.  Wright,  of  Arm- 
strong was  elected  president;  Mr.  J.  C. 
McArthur,  of  South  Vancouver,  first 
vice-president;  Mr.  A.  O.  Perry,  of 
North  Vancouver,  second  vice-president, 
and  Mr.  Grant  Lang,  of  Peachland,  sec- 
retary-treasurer. 

The  members  of  the  executive  are  Dr. 
Jones,  of  Nelson;  Dr.  Irving,  of  Kam- 
loops;  Mr.  Peck,  of  New  Westminster, 
and  Capt.  Stuart,  of  Point  Grey,  Ebume.

"That  this  Convention  urge  upon 
trustees  of  rural  schools  that  they 
more  widely  encourage  their  teach- 
ers to  instruct  their  pupils  In  the  nat- 
ural history  of  the  locality,  encourag- 
ing the  pupils  to  provide  much  of  the 
apparatus;  also  that  the  Department  be 
asked  to  provide  interesting  readers 
dealing    with    these   lessons." 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  until 
the   afternoon. 

Afternoon    Session 

The  greater  part  of  the  afternoon  was 
taken  up  with  the  discussion  of  the 
resolutions,  the  following  being  passed: 
"Whereas  the  Convention  of  1912  re- 
quested the  Provincial  Government  to 
publish  an  up-to-date  map  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  British  Columbia;  and  whereas 
such  a  map  has  been  published  under 
the  direction  of  the  Minister  for  Lands; 
therefore,  be  It  resolved,  that  this  Con- 
vention would  respectfully  request  the 
Provincial  Government  to  place  a  copy 
of  this  map  In  each  public  and  high 
school  In  the  Province  for  the  purpose 
of    instruction." 

"That  the  School  Act  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  'rural'  in  the 
second  line  of  section  95  of  the  School 
Act." 

"That,  in  the  interests  of  education  in 
this  Province,  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment be  respectfully  requested  to  In- 
crease the  grants  made  in  aid  of 
teachers'  salaries  in  high  schools  in 
rural  municipalities  and  cities  of  the 
third    class." 

"In  view  of  the  vast  agricultural 
possibilities  afforded  in  this  Province, 
and  also  having  In  mind  the  great  and 
continuous  source  of  wealth  which  the 
development  of  such  possibilities  offer, 
this  Convention  is  resolved  that,  while 
not  disparaging  the  encouragement 
given  to  immigration,  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  Induce  the  children 
o?  our  schools  to  realize  the  splendid 
opportunities  contained  in  the  scientific! 
cultivation  of  the  soil.  To  further  this 
end  and  to  elevate  agricultural  pur- 
suits in  the  minds  of  thp  people,  we,  the 
School  Trustees,  in  Convention,  urge  the 
Government  to  Include  In  the  school 
curriculum  elementary  instruction  on 
the    lines    of    scientific    farming." 

"That  this  Convention  urge  upon  the 
Government  that  the  Government  grant 
to  all  rural  schools  be  advanced  to  at 
least  »50,  and  also  that  such  grant  be 
made    uniform  " 

"That  whereas  the  trustees  of  assisted 
rural  schools  have  not  the  power  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  their 
school  rate  collections,  and  whereas  such 
collections  are  made  for  a  period  in 
some  cases  over  one  year  after  the  esti- 
mates are  made,  and  whereas  both  trus- 
tees and  teachers  in  such  localities  are 
placed  at  a  great  disadvantage  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  the  school;  be  it 
therefore  resolved  that  this  convention 
would  respectfully  request  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  to  so  amend  their 
system  of  financing  such  schools,  that 
when  the  estimates  for  the  year  have 
been  accepted  by'  the  Department  prior 
to  the  moith  of  September  in  each  year, 
such  amount  shall  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  trustees,  and  the  school 
rate,  when  collected,  paid  to  the  credit 
of  the   Department." 

"That  the  Department  of  Education 
be  requested  to  place  the  value  of  each 
separate  question  on  the  margin  of  the 
examination  paper  for  the  guidance  of 
the  etudent  at  high  school  entrance  ex- 
aminations." 

There  are  three  more  resolutions  still 
to   come   before    the   meeting,    and    these 
will   be  dealt  with   this   morning. 
School  Gardening 

An  Interesting  and  highly-instructive 
address  was  then  given  by  Mr.  H.  B. 
McLean,  the  Principal  of  the  George  Jay 
School,  on  "Bchool  Gardening."  He 
pointed  out  very  clearly  the  tremendous 
assets  obtained  from  incorporating  gar- 
dening Into  our  schools.  Some  of  the 
claims  he  set  forth  are:  Quick  discrim- 
ination, skill  with  the  hands  developed 
by  handling  small  seeds  and  various 
tools,  systematic  methods  which  follow 
from  the  order  in  which  the  operations 
conducted]  in  the  garden  must  be  taken 
up.  Industry,  the  idea  of  owershlp  and 
the  rights  of  ownership,  business  experi- 
ence, which  Is  an  Important  result  of 
harvesting  end  sceountlng  for  the  pro- 
ducts wtvtf'h  *r*  frown,  and  a  basis  of 
knowledge,  provided  the  operations  con-

DICKENS  CLUB  LECTURE 

"Psllx  Panne"  Interests   Large   Audience 

With    Illustrated    Talk    on    Great 

Novelist    and    His    Work 


A  crowded  room'  showed  the  great  in- 
terest taken  In  the  public  lectures  of  the 
Dickens'  Club,,  when  the  Very  Rev.  the 
Dean  of  Columbia  took  the  chair  on 
Wednesday  evening  at  the  King's  Daugh- 
ters' Rest  Room.  The  Dean,  in  an  In- 
teresting opening  address  recalled  his 
experiences  in  the  East  End  of  London, 
and  pointed  out  that  Dickens'  characters 
still  pass  us  on  the  street  ,and  still  play 
out  their  parts  on  life's  stage.  We  need- 
ed today  the  spirit  and  Inspiration  that 
all  the  g>eat  novelist's  works  breathe. 
to  defend  the  suffering  and  oppressed, 
to  carry  out  In  our  dally  Uvea  the  prin- 
ciples of  charity  and  mercy  he  ever 
taught. 

Mr.  FranclB  Burslll,  who  writes  under 
the  nom  de  plume  of  Felix  Penne,  was 
then  introduced  by  the  chairman,  and 
gave  a  talk  on  London  of  Dickens'  time 
and  the  London  of  today.  From  first  to 
last  he  held  his  hearers  spellbound  by 
the  quaint  personal  memories  of  his 
forty  years  In  "Brain  Street, "  as  he  dub- 
bed the  hub  of  journalistic  London,  by 
his  excursions  Into  bygone  customs  and 
ways,  by  his  humor  and  pathos  blended 
into  a  pleasant  pilgrimage  through  the 
great  metropolis.  The  splendid  collec- 
tion of  Slides,  many  colored  and  some 
quite  unique,  made  the  lecture  memor- 
able to  all  Dickens'  lovers. 

As  an  editor,  Dickens  won  the  hearts 
of  hie  colleagues,  and  Mr.  Burslll  told  a 
Story  that  Is  not  generally  known  ks  to 
the  genuine  kindness  of  Bos.  When  act- 
ing as  editor  of  "Household  Words,"  an 
American  lady  who  was  suffering  In 
great  loneliness  In  London,  far  from 
friends,  with  a  sick  husband,  and  with 
narrow  means,  wrote  to  him.  asking  ad- 
vice as  to  proposed  literary  work.  In 
reply  Dickens  wrote  a  series  of  letters 
that  simply  bubbled  with  kindness  and 
concern.  This  correspondence  was  res> 
cued  from  oblivion  by  Mr.  Burslll.  and 
the  brilliant  collection  of  letters  were. 
eventauaUy  published  in  the  "English 
Illustrated    Magaslne." 

Other  topics  touched  upon  were  Dick- 
ens, and  the  stage,  the  Improvement  of 
the  criminal's  lot.  education,  and  a  scoTe 
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of  interesting  subjects  to  which  the  lec- 
turer had  devoted  years  of  careful  study 
and  research.  Mr.  Burslll  is  a  fellow 
of  the  Royal  Historical  Society,  and  It 
is  hoped  that  he  will  favor  the  club  with 
another   talk  during   the   Whiter  session. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Murslll's  lecture, 
the  Dean  moved  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks, 
and  expressed  his  sincere  wishes  for  the 
success  of  the  club,  especially  In  its 
work  of  helping  objects  such  as  the  Rest 
Room.  The  proceeds  of  the  next  lecture 
Will  he  handed  oveV  to  the  Seamen's  In- 
stitute. 

The  next  public  lecture  will  be  given 
by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Warnlcker.  on  Novem- 
ber 19.

"Things  are  developing  so  rapidly,  not 
only  here  but  almost  everywhere,  else 
where,  trade  and  commerce  have  emerged 
from  their  primitive  forms,  and  circum- 
stances are  combining  so  to  have  thetr 
effect  reflected  here  very  powerfully." 
Mr.  Mayson  Intends  sailing  for  Aus- 
tralia on  the  Makura  next  week,  and,  in 
the  meantime,  he  proposes  taking  a 
series   of   short   trips   over   the    Island.

The  men  are 
exercised  at  all  these,  at  ri fie  drill, 
the  use  of  the  semnphone,  flag  signal- 
ling, use  'of  the  compass  and  the  deep 
sea  lead,  and  are  taught  every  variety 
Of    knot    and    splice. 

The  Instruction  Is  supervised  by 
Commander  fftse,  Lieutenant  Pllcher, 
Mr  Haines  and  Mr.  Cox.  of  H.  M.  8. 
Rainbow,  and  they  spesk  very  highly 
of  the  keenness  and  Intelligence  shown 
by  the  men,  which  makes  the  work 
both  j  *HMy  and  pleasant  to  the  in- 
structors.

As  most  readers  are  aware,  the  writer 
for  this  column  does  not  think  It 
right  that  women  with  babies  to  « up- 
port  should  be  forced  to  leave  home  to 
work.  There  is,  however,  no  pension 
law  in  the  Province  and  one  cannot  be 
enacted   this   season.- 

There  are  women  with  small  children 
who.  are  compelled  to  go  ovit  to  earn 
their  living.  -Many  of  these  have  moth- 
ers! or  other  relatives  with  whom  they 
can  leave   them   in   safety. 

There  are  others  who  are  not  so  for- 
tunate. If  their  children  are  not  cared 
for  by.  the  public,  both  they  and  their 
mothers  will  suffer  in  ways.,  that  klnd- 
i';ii:<  I  men.  and  women  cannot  bear  to 
think  of.  "We  cannot  allow  this  to  hap- 
pen. While  there  is  fuel,  and  food  and 
covering  in  the  city  these  children  must 
be    provided'  for. 

This  the  Children's  Aid  Society  fore- 
saw, and  the  energetic  and  klndhearted 
secretary,  Mrs.  Gordon  Grant,  was  em- 
powered by  the  members  and  by  the 
city  Council  to  take  a  house  and  to  en- 
gage a  matron.  Many  things  are  still 
needed  before  the  home  Is  ready  for  Its 
family  of  little  ones,  but  these  will  be 
supplied. 

W'p  must  not,  however,  leave  this 
work  for  one  another  to  do.  A  visit  to 
the  home  this  afternoon  will  show  more 
fortunate  mothers  how  much'  is  utill 
left  for  klrtdhearied  people  to  con- 
tribute. This  Is  an  unusual  call,'  arid 
many  fnmll.es  find  U  harder  than  usual 
to  spare  money.  'Yet,  there  are  not 
many,  even  of  the  poorest,  of  these,  who 
would  not  deny  themselves  something 
to  help  the  babies,  to  say  nothing  of 
their   poor   mothers.

VIENNA;  Oct.  23. — Loans  amounting 
to  nearly  $30, 000,000  will  be  necessary 
to  meet  the  deficit  in  the  Austrian  bud- 
get for  the  first  half  of  1914.  This  so- 
calied  transition  budget  Is  Intended  to 
pave  the  way  for  transferring  the  date 
of  the  beginning  r,f  the  fiscal  year  from 
January  to  July,  and  estimates  the  ex- 
penditure for  six  months  at  1312.891,776 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  loans  required 
to  balance  the  deficit  between  the  rev- 
enue and  expenditure  will  be  applied  to 
the  army,   the  navy  and   the   railroads. 

Baron  Enge.l  von  Mainfelden,  In  intro- 
ducing the  budget  yesterday  In  the 
Lower  House  of  the  Austrian  Parlia- 
ment, explained  that  this  "unfortunate 
budget"  was  due  to  recent  events  In  the 
Balkans,  but  that  the  economic  organiza- 
tion   of   the   country    was   sound.

ENGLISHMAN  DEFEATS 

U.  S.  CYCLE  CHAMPION 

I'ncle  Sam  Will  have  to  go  hunting 
for  a  new  amateur  cycle  champion  If 
the  old  gentleman  hopes  to  regain  the 
world's  supremacy  In  that  particular 
line  of  sport.  Donald  MacDougall,  twice 
American  champion,  the  present  na- 
tional title-holder  and  the  winner  of  the 
world's  honors  last  season,  recently 
failed  against  Bill  Bailey,  the  English 
wonder  and  present  world's  champion, 
in  a  match  race  at  the  Newark  Velo- 
diorr.o.  .■'.  '*.'■  , 

It  was  the  third  time  In  as  many 
weeks  that  the  Yankee  raced  the  Brit- 
isher, and  for  the  third  time  he  met 
defeat. 

Bailey's  triumph  was  more  complete 
than  in  any  previous  rac«  WeeDougaH 
apparently  was  undecided  how  to  plan 
his  fight,  and  made  n  very  poor  show- 
ing. Bailey  rode  the  race  as  he  pleased, 
completely  outgeneralling  the  American. 
In  the  first  heat,  a  half-mile,  French 
style,  Bailey  took  a  position  half-way 
up  the  track  and  almost  even  with  Mac- 
Dougall, who  was  riding  lower  down. 
Consequently,  the  'Englishman  had  the 
better  position,  and  when  he  started  his 
sprint  a  lap  from  home  he  easily  rode 
around  MacDougall    and    breezed    home. 

Playing  to  MacDougall's  strong  suit, 
the  management  provided  a  pacemaker 
for  the  second  heat,  which  was  at  one 
mile.  The  pacemaker  set  a  fast  clip, 
with  MacDougall  tacked  on,  but  when 
Bailey  cut  loose  coming  to  the  last  lap 
he  had  no  trouble  in  forging  ahead.  Tn 
fact,  it  appeared  as  If  MacDougall 
trailed  R>  the  home  stretch,  and  then 
made  his  sport,  hut  couldn't  gain  an 
inch    on     the    Englishman. 

Bftlley  has  been  In  the  Fnltcd  States 
a  month,  and  has  a  clean  record  of  vic- 
tories. He  first  defeated  Gus  Wohlrab 
of  Jersey  City,  and  then  took  on  Mac- 
Dougall- for  three  races.  He  was  billed 
to  meet  Harry  Kaiser,  the  Bronx  ama- 
teur, who  is  showing  so  well,  but  rain 
prevented    this    meeting.

This  very  interesting  conclusion  waa 
reached  shortly  after  the  national  ama- 
teur championship  tournament  ■  at  Gar- 
den City  by  Bernard  Darwin,  one  of 
the  English  experts  who  were  sent  over 
to  chronicle  the  amateur  and  open  meet- 
ings. 

At  last  we  are  being  taken  seriously 
in  golf  on  the  other  side.  Followers  of 
the  game  in  England  have  received  some 
shocks  this  year  at  the  hands  of  Ameri- 
cans. The  two  Worst  were,  of  course, 
administered  by  Helnrlch  Schmidt  at 
Hoy  Lake,  and  Francis  Ouimet  at  Brook- 
line. 

Bernard  Darwin  found  out  that 
young  American  players  are  '•  quite  •  ex- 
cellent, and  he  "very'  gravely-  ques- 
tions" whether  "we  could  produce  a 
team  of  players  under  twenty-five  years 
old  that  could  hold  Its  own  with  a 
similar  one  from  America."  He  even 
goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  very  best 
American  players  (he  refers  to  amateurs 
only)  are  Just  about  as  good  as  the 
best  in  Great  Britain.  However,  he 
thinks  there  is  a  much  larger  body  of 
golfers  in  his  own  country  than  over 
here .  who  are  really  very  good  players 
without  being  quite  in  the  small  or 
select  class  at  the  very  top  of  the  tree. 

Criticizing  in  detail,  Mr.  Darwin  says: 

"T  should  say  that  the  ' Americans  are 
straighter  drivers  than  we  are,  but  "not 
quite  such  long  or  such  hard  hitters. 
This  is  perhaps  because  they  play  much 
on  comparatively  windless  inland 
coursesL  where  there  Is  at  each  hole  a 
fairway" between  two  lines  of  rough,  and 
an  ordinary  straight  drive  clear  of 
rough  is  infinitely  more  important  than 
anything  else. 

"It  Is,  I  suppose,  this  characteristic 
of  many  pf  their  courses,  and  more 
particularly  of  Garden  City,  that  has 
caused  so  many  of  the  competitors  to 
take  Iron  clubs  from  the  tee  on  all  sorts 
of  occasions.  Sometimes,  of  course,  this 
cautious  plan  paid  well,  but  often  T 
feel  sure,  it  did  not.  and,  if  it  is  per- 
sisted In,  It  is  likely  to  retard  the  pro- 
gress   of    American    golf."

BERLIN,  Germany,  Oct.  23. — Ger- 
many s  plans  for  winning  the'  Berlin  ! 
Olympiad  pf  1916  took  oh  new  vigor 
this  wA?ek  with  the  arrival  nom  the 
United  States  of  D^Alvan  C.  Kraenz- 
lein, who  haslbeen  engaged  to  act  for 
three  years  as  trainer-ln-chief  to  the 
Fatherland's  athletic  competitors.  Dr. 
Kraenzlein  is  expected  to  do  for  ''Ger- 
many's athletics  What  Field  Marsha! 
von  Moltke  did  for  Germany's  army — 
organize  victory.  Every  facility,  flnan- 
Cial  and  otherwise,  Wjlll  be  placed  at 
his   disposal    to    that   end. 

He  was  accompanied  here  by  the  Ger- 
man Olympic  Commission,  which  has 
just  completed  a  thorough  inspection 
of  athletic  methods  In  America  .  and 
came  back  overflowing  with  enthusiasm 
over  the  cordiality  of  their  reception 
arid  trie  bigness  of  everything  seen  in 
the    United    States. 

|ir,    Kraenzlein    said: 

"My  work  in  Germany  is  to  organize 
German  athletics  on  as  near  the  Ameri- 
can plan' as  local  conditions  will  permit. 
It  will  he  Impossible  to  Install  our 
training  methods  everywhere,  hut  wher- 
ever feasible  they  will  be  put  into  prac- 
tice, 

"A  am  assured  that  the  chief  re- 
o,ufsites,  physical  and  material,  and 
popular  enthusiasm  are  plentiful.  I  hjivo 
not  been  on  the  ground  long  enough  to 
se»  for' myself,  but  there  is  unmistak- 
ably a  great  athletic  renaissance  going 
on    in    this    country. 

"What  I  shall  miss  most  of  all  Is 
that  enormous  source  of  embryonic 
championship  material  which  America 
has  In  her  sshoolboy  athletes  or  Juniors. 
That  is  a  class  practlenllv  non-existent 
here.  Germany  athletics  at  the  univer- 
sities also  are  almost  unknown.  Wo 
shall  hnve  to  try  to  ferret  out  the  hid- 
den   talent   in   those   quarters. 

"My  (lrst  move  will  be  to  summon 
the  coaches  and  trainers  from  all 
parts  of  the  > -ountry  for  a  conference. 
We  shall  then  work  out  h  standard  sys- 
tem of  training  in  the  various  branches, 
and  then  gradually  hold  a  long  series 
of  competitive  meetings,  with  a  view  of 
discovering  the  men  on  whom  It  la 
worth  while  to  concentrate  special  ef- 
fort, 

"As  far  the  Olympic  team  Is  con- 
cerned, the  Germans  take  the  view  that 
the  country  and  national  life,  as  a  whole, 
can  only_.be  benefited  from  healthy  en- 
thusiasm And  rivalry  In  the  Olympic 
sports."

"Among  the  people  of  the  Interior  a 
great  deal  of  interest  Is,  even  at  this 
early  stage,  being  taken  In  the  Panama 
Pacific  Exposition  at  San  Francisco  In 
1915,  and  from  present  indications  a 
vast  movement  of  holiday  makers  will 
take  place  towards  the  Pacific  Coast 
whilst  the  big  show  is  being  staged. 
A  lot  of  this  business  might  come 
through  Victoria,  and  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  Induce  transporta- 
tion and  steamship  companies  to  make 
favorable  round  trip  bookings,  Including 
Victoria,  in  order  to  induce  prairie  and 
Interior  British  Columbia  travellers  to 
make  the  trip  via  this  city.  Rightly 
handled,  there  Is  a  golden  harvest  to  be 
reaped  by  Victoria  out  of  the  tourist 
travel  and  especially  during  exhibition 
year  of  1915. 

"At  the  present  time,  the  big  thing 
as  regards  Revolstoke  is  the  C.  P.  R. 
double  tracking,  which  is  Riving  employ- 
ment to  several  thousands  of  men,  and 
a  portion  of  which  work,  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Selkirk  tunnel,  is  expected 
to  provide  work  and  wages  for  a  large 
force  during  the  next  five  years.  Thanks 
to  this  influx  of  additional  money,  Rev- 
elstoke  Is  perhaps  less  affected  by  the 
prevailing  stringency  than  any  town  in 
the  Interior."

Head  Seas  Encountered 

When  the  President  cleared  the  Golden 
Gate  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  the  weather 
outside  looked  threatening,  and  by 
nightfall  the  big  craft  was  driving 
her  nose  into  a  stiff  northwest  b,low. 
Throughout  the  night  she  continued  to 
buck  the  head  -seas,  but  with  the  ar- 
rival of  daybreak  the  weather  .had 
moderated  and  the  remainder  of  the  pas- 
sage was  made  under  favorable  con- 
ditions. •  ■-. 

There  was  a  total  absence  of  fog 
off  Cape  Flattery,  and  after  making 
a  good  run  up  the  Straits  the  vessel 
was  safely  berthed  at  the  Outer  Docks, 
and  disembarking  passengers  by  8 
o'clock.  Under  her  new  schedule  the 
President  is  proceeding  as  far  South 
as  San  Pedro,  touching  at  San  Fran- 
cisco both  ways.  After  touching  at 
^ySfeattle  and  Vancouver  .she  will  leave 
here  outward  bound  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon, arriving  at  San  Francisco,  Thurs- 
day night.  On -Friday-  afternoon  she 
will  sail  for  San  Pedro,  arriving  at  3 
p.m.,  November  1.  Leaving  San  Pedro 
the  following  day  she  will  touch  at 
San  Francisco,  November  3,  'JM^^^H 
Xovemmber  4  will  again  sail  north  for 
this    port 

Vessels  to  Born  Oil 
t'aptain  Paulsen  says  that  after  two 
voyaged  the  President  will  probably  be 
temporarily  withdrawn  to  take  up  the 
sailings  of  the  steamer  Governor,  which 
Is  slated  to  lay  up  for  the  purpose  of 
hpintr  converted  Into  an  oil-burner.  In 
the  interim,  the  City  of  Puebla  may 
again  be  pressed  into  service.  With 
the  completion  of  the  alterations  to  the 
Governor  It  is  expected  that  the  Pres- 
ident will   he  converted   to  oil. 

The  President  is  capable  of  making 
IS  knots  under  favorable  conditions,  and 
has  been  known  to  make  the  run  from 
Puget  Sound  to  the  Golden  Gate  In  4  7 
hours. 

On  her  present  voyage  the  President 
brought  50  first-class  and  16  third- 
class  passengers.  Her  cargo  for  Vic- 
toria amounted  to  121  tons  and  was 
composed  ,.f  the  usual  Callfornian 
products.

For  many  years  the  most  popular  boat 
operated  by  the  Blue  Funnel  line  in  the 
Liverpool- Victoria  service,  the  well- 
known  steamship  Keemun,  last  of  the 
older  type  of  vessels  to  be  with- 
drawn from  the  transpacific  trade,  will 
in  the  future  confine  her  operations  be-, 
tween  the  Mersey  and  the  Orient.  On 
her  last  homeward  voyage  in  the  North 
Pacific  service  the  Keemun  arrived  at 
Liverpool  on  October  3,  and  according 
to  the  latest  word  received  here,  was 
dispatched  on  her  new  run  yesterday  for 
Yokohama  via  Penang,  Port  Swetten- 
ham,  Singapore,  Hongkong,  Nagasaki 
and   K  'iis4pt|^^H 

At  one  time  the  Keemun  was  consid- 
ered to  be  one  of  the  crack  boats  of  the 
fleet  maintained  by  Alfred  Holt,  on  the 
Pacific,  but  such  tremendous  develop- 
ment has  taken  place  in  the  company's 
buslnss  during  the  past  few  years  that 
it  was  found  necessary  to  press  into 
the  service  vessels  of  greater  carrying 
capacity  and  of  a  speedier  type. 
Process    of    Elimination- 

Together  with  the  steamers  King- 
chow  and  Oanfa,  the  Keemun  did  yeo- 
man service  in  the  transpacific  trade, 
but  one  by  one  they  have  been  elimin- 
ated, until  at  the  present  time  the  fleet 
is  composed  of  the  most  modern  car- 
riers that  can  be  found  on  the  seven 
seas.  These  three  vessels  composed 
part  of  the  fleet  of  the  old  China  Mu- 
tual Steam  Navigation  Company  prior 
to  that  concern  being  absorbed  by  the 
Holt  interests.  The  Oanfa  was  the  first 
to  go,  and  she  was  followed  shortly 
after  by  the  Nlngchow.  Both  these 
vessels  are  now  operated  in  the  Liver- 
pool-Australian trade.  When  the  Kee- 
mun left  h<-re  on  July  9,  for  the  United 
Kingdom,  Captain  Honrardl,  her  popular 
master,  gave  out  the  news  that  upon 
the  completion  of  his  voyage  he  was 
through  with  seafaring  life,  and  his  In- 
tention was  to  spend  the  remainder  of 
his  years  on  the  home-shores.  Who 
has  been  given  the  command  of  the 
Keemun  has  not  yet  been  disclosed,  but 
tt  Is  altogether  probable  that  Chief  Of- 
ficer Nixon  has  been  given  well-deserv- 
ed promotion.  The  Keemun  was  re- 
placed In  the  transpacific  service  by  the 
modern  steamship  Ixlon,  which  reaches 
port  this  morning  on  her  second  voyau
